On 9 December four 
districts of the Chuagshan hsien directed two native Communist leaders 
to begin organization work in the mountain areas of those districts. 

8. At a meeting of the officer# of the Kwangtun^-Kwaagsi Column held outside 

Macao on 4 December* Commander fSETO Shaag ) discussed the strength- 

ening of coastal defenses and discontinuance of use of troops for pro- 
duction. In addition, they discussed the organisation of the People* e 
Militia to Keep the Peace* and the provision of replacements. 

9. On 7 November the Pearl Elver Delta District officer organised an Anti- 
US - Stupor t Korea Committee to persuade the people to Join the Korean 
Volunteer Any; 10*000 men are to be taken from the district. Soldiers 
for this Communist force have already been selected in Chuagshan. On 23 
November* the Communist-organised Peasants® Association in Ch 8 ienshan 
called a meeting to discuss the draft of soldiers since only the desti- 
tute are willing to be selected. In early December* the Kwangtung 
Military District ordered all the hsien to clear their prisons. Able- 
bodied prisoners Jailed for minor offenses were sent to Hankow for 
training prior to attachment to the volunteer army* and political prison- 
ers were executed. In Canton and Chiangraen, 100 such prisoners have 
been secretly executed. 

10. She Canton-Ch ! uchiang section of the Canton-Hahkow railway is garrisoned 
by the 27 Amy* 3 Field Anqy.** Each large station is garrisoned by half 
a company, while small station# are assigned a squad composed of 10 
soldiers.
